JFK inquiry to call 
ex-officer of CIA 
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j WASHINGTON — The House Select Committee on 
.Assassinations plans to subpoena retired Central Intelli- 
gence Agency officer David A. Phillips to question him 
about at elephone call made by Lee Harvey Oswald to 
the Soviet embassy in Mexico City eight weeks before 
the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. 1 
A committee source said Phillips, who heads the J 
Association of Retired Intelligence Officers, whicKis 
leading a defense of CIA actions, will be subpoenaed to 
testify within a few days before a closed session of the 
committee’s unit investigating the Kennedy assassina- 
tion. 

Richard A. Sprague, chief counsel for the full ; 
committee, said Friday the committee has launched an 
investigation into circumstances surrounding the tele- 
phone call as reported Friday by the Washington Post. 

The story said the CIA intercepted and tape recorded 
Oswald s telephone call to the Soviet embassy in late 

• September, 1963, but did not turn it over to the FBI, 
which is responsible for investigating possible spies, and 
did not later turn it over to the Warren Commission 
during its investigation of the Kennedy assassination.
